Reference is made to your Freedom of Information Act

office on December 16, 1998. 

Enclosed are copies of documents from our files. 
Excisions have been made from these pages in order to protect 
information exempt from disclosure pursuant to the following 
subsections of Title 5, United States Code, Section 552: (bn2), 
(b)(7)(CJ and (b)(7)(D). See Form 4-694a enclosed, for an 
explanation of these exemptions. 

Pursuant to your request* 252 pages were reviewed and 
252 are being released. 

Notations have been made on the enclosed pages 
indicating specific exemptions applied to excised portions of the 
material. 


To minimize costs to both your and the FBI, extra file 
copies of the same document, if any, were not processed except 
where they contain additional information responsive to your 
request. 


The enclosed material is from the main investigative 
file in which the subject of your request was the subject of the 
investigation. 

The enclosed contain documents reproduced from 
microfilm. Due to the age and condition of our microfilm, we 
have found that copies reproduced therefrom have been extremely 
difficult to read. While we realize the quality of some of the 
documents is poor, every effort has been made to obtain the best 
copies possible.

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On December'29, 1953? broadcast commentator Elmeiv'pavl fl (American 
Broadcasting Co.) accepted the second annual Richafd Z. Lauterbach Award 
($1,000) from the Authors Guild for "substantial contribution in the 
field of civil liberties",.- 

The presentation'is described in the current (January) issue of 
The American Writer, official organ of the Authors League of America, 
Inc., of which the Authors Guild (book and.magazine writers) is a 
component. - 

Merle Miller, Authors Guild president, made introductory remarks. 
The presentation of Jthe award was made by Supreme Court Justice Douglas, 
last year's award-winner. The 1953 award Jury included: Dottglas Black, 
Justice Douglas, Lewis Gannett, B.W. Huebsch, Newman Levy, Quentin 
Reynolds and Elmer Rice. 

. In accepting the award. Mr. Davis delivered an excellent state¬ 
ment;. : on the right of people to think and speak freely. Then he con¬ 
tinued : ■ 

"But we cannot keep that freedom against the men who are now 
trying to take it away from us. . . For there are men who insist-that 
nobody must think anything but what they think and who mostly think 
wrong. . .'They claim that they are defending the United States against 
a deadly danger, Communism. Well, Communism is indeed a deadly danger 
to American interests - Communism in Russia,.Communism ih china. . . 
What they profess to worry about .is Communism in the United States. 

And what is Communism in the United States? A danger, as any organi¬ 
zation for espionage ’ and sabotage is a danger, .. .. As for Communist 
ideas. Communism as a political,movement— if'that'was ever dangerous 
in this country it Was twenty years ago or more. . Today there are 
less than twenty-five thousand party members, and fellow travelers nre 
not quite, but almost, non-existent. 1 

Elmer Davis here gave voice to the present widely observed phe¬ 
nomenon of antl-antl-Communlsm:.concern over 8oyiet Communism as a 
deadly danger to American interests abroad, (but hot necessarily: to 
man's inalienable rights everywhere), coupled with spleenful attacks 
on those combatting Communism at home - not only as sabotage and es¬ 
pionage, but in all its aspects. Like an orthodox-anti-anti-Communist. 
Davis tries to identify apti-Communism at home with "thought/control". 
His strictures seem to apply not only to, tbe .usual whibping.boys, Mc¬ 
Carthy-Jennet-Velde. but also''*'since he^nnckW^b ’distinUtrtiirtS' - W— 
social democrats ana labor leaders like David Dubinsky, Walter Reuther 
James B. Carey, who have fought and are still fighting the American 
Red "apparat". 

Were Americans to follow Davis’ advice: 

No one would be concerned about the two million American 
workers trapped in the ll Soviet-serving unions ejected from 
the CIO; even thou&n FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover told the 
House Subcommittee on Appropriations in December 1953* "One 
of those unions represents a large portion of all employees in 
the electrical industry; . . Another union that was expelled 
exercises life-and-death control over our Pacific Coast fln tpnmrce 
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another union has combers employed In the production of oopper 
and zinc which are essential to the national defense efforts." 

No one would be concerned that Fifth-Amendment witness Joan 
LaCour has been retained as executive secretary of the Television 
Writers of America, thus endangering the chances for a collective 
bargaining agreement long sought by several hundred TV writers. 

No one would be concerned about high-salaried film and broad¬ 
cast producers, writers and actors giving Amerloan dollars to 
finance Communist propaganda, agitation and perhaps even es¬ 
pionage. (Robert Rossen confessed that he alone gave $40,000 
to the Party and Its fronts before hlB break.)

A majority of those who gave Mr. Davis the Authors Guild Lauter- 
bach Award have, according to their public records, shown bad judgment 
on Communism ana civil rights. 

1. DOUGLAS /BLAC K (Doubleday & Co.) was one pf the 1? publishers 
who signed the Osrobnd K. Fraenkel-Zaohariah Chafes. Jr. Amicus Curiae 
brief to the Supreme Court In behalf of John Howard Lawson and Dalton 
Trumbo. Inter alia, the brief argued that conviction of Lawson and 
Trumbo for contempt of Congress "directly involved. . . a threat to 
censor the content of motion pictures. ..." 

The late Richard Lauterbach was himself a signer of this 
brief. A consistent apologist for the Soviets, Lauterbaoh was a mem¬ 
ber of the Executive Committee of the Literature Division of the Pro¬ 
gressive Citizens of America, a member of the Planning Committee of 
the Stop Censorship Committee, and a signer fdr the National Council of 
the Arts, Sciences and Professions. 

2. LEWTR GA pfaTT , (book reviewer N.Y. Herald Tribune): member 
of the NatiOTrarTorfmlttee of the All-America Anti-Imperialist League, 
affiliated with the Comintern's world-wide League Against Imperialism. 

In 1940 he was a signer for-the American Committee for Democracy and 
Intellectual Freedom, officially cited as "strongly preoccupied with 
the defense of Communists". Gannett was a director of the American 
(Garland) Fund for Public Service, whose record of donations "reveals 

a strong preference for those which were Communist". While at Harvard, 
Gannett was a dinner sponsor for the American Student Uhion, " a Commu¬ 
nist front organization for the Indoctrination of American students In 
colleges and universities In the United States". He was on the Recep¬ 
tion Committee for the Soviet Flyers. On the 20th Anniversary of the 
USSR, he inscribed his name In the Golden Book of American Friendship 
With the Soviet Union. In 1936, he signed a cable to Brazil on behalf 
of Arthur Ewert, former Communist deputy of the German Reichstag and 
Comintern representative. He was a signer of the 1940 Letter to Pres. 
Roosevelt in defense of the Communists. 

3. B.W. JfiJEBS CH was a member of the Advisory Council of Book 
Union, desc?tber'W“Communist cultural commissar Alexander Trachtenberg 
as part of the ^'publishing and distributing apparatus at our command". 
While editor of Viking Press, Huebsch joined-ift-eR-eppeal tO-Pres— 
Roosevelt on behalf of Earl Browder. He also signed the Golden Book of 
American Friendship With the Soviet Union. He was a dinner sponsor for 
the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee, which "was created by the 
secret fund committee (of the CP) in order to have a wider field of 
raising money". Huebsch was a sponsor of the Congress of American- 
Soviet Friendship. He was a member of the Non-Partisan Committee for 
the Re-election of Congressman Vito Marcantonio, who has distinguished 
himself as defense attorney for Communist leaders and the CP. He wa6 
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a signer.-©# a letter to Pres. Roosevelt and Attorney General Jackson 
"protesting the-attacks upon the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade 
and condemning the war hysteria now being whipped up by the Roosevelt 
administration" - 1940/auring the Hitler-Stalin Pact'. 

4. ^rmi'i’Tii^EmoTus in times past was affiliated with: Allied 
Voters Agalnfrcouflert; American Committee to Save Refugees} ICCASP; 

Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee; Southern Conference for Human Wel¬ 
fare. He too signed the letter to Roosevelt and Jackson on behalf of 
the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade. . He was a Forum-sponsor in 
1947 for Contemporary Writers, "the militant new organisation of Marxist 
and other anti-Fascist authors". In his 1944 book, "The Curtain Rises", 
Reynolds criticized the film "Mission to.Moscow" and took some digs at 
the Kremlin. But when William L. White wrote hi3 frankly critical "Re¬ 
port on the Russians", Reynolds was with the hatchet-gang which tried to 
kill the book. s 

5. ELMER RACE'S record of aiding Communist fronts and-causes 
includes: A inerluary e iTJUB t t tee for Democracy,and Intellectual Freedom; 
American League fw Peace and Democracy; American Committee for Pro¬ 
tection of Foreign Born; Anerican Pushkin Committee; Artef; Film and 
Photo League; Friends of the Abraham Lincoln Brigade; Kew Theatre 
Magazine, contributed to or cited in International Lit, organ of the 
International Union of Revolutionary Writers; Interprofessional Associa¬ 
tion; League of American Writers; American Round Table on India. National 
Committee Against Censorship of the Theatre Arts, which defended agit¬ 
prop plays; National Council of American-Soviet Friendship; sent con¬ 
gratulations to New Masses Magazine; Non-Partisan Committee for the Re- 
election of Congressman Vito Marcantonio: contributor to Soviet Russia 
Today; signed Golden Book of American Friendship With .the Soviet Union: 
visited Soviet Theatre Festival. When the Red Dean of Canterbury visit¬ 
ed the United States on a Soviet-serving Junket in 1948, Elmer Rice was 
on the Committee of Welcome. 

6. MERLE M3/LER, Authors Guild president,.in 1948 was adver¬ 
tised as a partlciuent'in a forum of Contemporary Writers (see under 
Quentin Reynolds )f In January 1953, Miller was Billed as a speaker at 
the Carnegie Hall conference of the Emergency Civil Liberties Committee, 
even though it was previously blasted by the American Committee for 
Cultural Freedom as a Communist front. In an article in the New Repub¬ 
lic (Feb. 6, 1950, p. 11). Miller wrote "my guess is that Alger Hiss 
was genuine anti-Fascist." 

The Richard E. Lauterbach Award is given in memory of a journa¬ 
list who publicly stood in defense of the 8oviets and-of American Commu¬ 
nists. The jury which picked Elmer Davis Tor the 1953 award was com¬ 
posed predominantly of men who have publicly stood in defense of the 
Soviets and of American Communists. The man who made the Introduction 
has publicly stood in defense of Communists. 

Communists, like common criminals and moral outcasts, are en¬ 
titled to fair treatment under American principles of constitutional 
liberty. Such principles, however, canncnr 4 be J honestiy-defTCded tfr tfce- 
company of Communists who don't believe in them. The gentlemen of the 
Lauterbach Award jury did not know - or did not care when they were' 
warned - that they were contending for civil rights in the company of 
Communists and were, in effect, demanding that Communists be exempt 
from the normal consequences of their own acta. 

This is the poin: which throws doub^ on the meaning of the 
Authors Guild Lauterbach Award to Mr. Elmer Davis.

T HE American Federation 
o( Television and Radio 
Artists (AFL) Is now on rec¬ 
ord as being opposed to the 
exposure of Communists and 
fellow travelers In the enter¬ 
tainment world. 

To the delight of the Dally • 
Worker and some TV column¬ 
ists, notably the Mew York 
Herald Tribune’s John Cros¬ 
by. AFTRA voted to con¬ 
demn AWARE. Inc., an or¬ 
ganization dedicated to fight' 
the Communist Intriguers in 
1 their relentless efforts to take 
over the theatre and the air 
waves. 

About one-third of AFTRA's 
4,500 New York membership 
participated in the referen¬ 
dum and AWARE was beaten 
two to one.

with a 10-foot pole. It's axi¬ 
omatic that the Communists 
and their left-wing com¬ 
patriots turn out to the last 
man when an Issue, such as 
AWARE, Is at stake.

'Of Tele vision and.R^dro A rtists!. a eaucus styling itaelf "middle of the road" won 27 
"out or 35 seats, changing its candidates by two standards» theix opposition to ATTAHE, Inc. 
and also their opposition to "blacklisting and Communism", 

'The term "blacktstlng" is losing its plain meaning and becoming" a Communist jargon-term 
; for hard opposition to and exposure of Communism. Thus the "middlers" seem to be op- 
>posing Communism - at the sane time opposing the exposure of its influences. 

The "middlers" attack on AWARE- and relative silence on Communism require some comment. 

In this election, the unqualifiedly anti-Communist slate was defeated for the first time 
in eight years, winning only 8 seats. Subsequently Charles Collingwood (CBS radio and 
TV commentator) of the "middlers" was elected president of the N. Y. local, 0r3on Bean 
(currently in the Broadway play "Will Success Spoil Rock Hunter?") and John Henry Faulk 
(dlso-jockey) of the "middlers" were elected first and second vice-presidents re¬ 
spectively, V 

In view of the apparen t ambiguity of -the "middlere" plankn relative "to the Communist 
issue, these questions become pertinent j 

Will the "middlers" enforce AFTRA’s constitution which bars f*>m union membership 
those who maintain membership in or knowingly aid the Communist Party or other 
officially designated subversive organizations? 

Will they enforce AFTRA’s National Buie, which provides disciplinary measures 
against union members who refuse to answer when asked by a Congressional committee 
if they are or have been Communist Party (CP) members? 

In August and October 1955, 1U members of AFTRA-ITY refused to answer when asked by the 
House Committee on Ob-American Activities (HCUA) if they were CP members at the very 
time of the hearings. They were* Qeofrge Tyne, John Randolph, Stanley Prager, Martin 
Wolfs on, Phil Leeds, Sarah Cunningham, Elliott Sullivan, Madeline Lee, Pater Iawbenee, 
Joshua Shelley, Oeorge Keane, Albert U. Ottenheimer, Alan Hanson and Zero Mostel. 

For the most part they invoked Constitutional privilege, including the 5th Amendment 
which provides that no witness may be obliged to give testimony riiich may tend to incrimi¬ 
nate him. Tyne and Sullivan invoked no Constitutional privilege, but einply defied the 
:ICUAi A fifteenth AFTRA member, Lou Polan, refused to answer any questions of any kind 
.id was dismissed without specific questioning sa to OP links. 

Twelve of these 15 AFTOAns who defied a Committee of the Congress have been named in 
sworn testimony ao CP memberss Tyne, Randolph, Prager, Wolfson, Cunningham, Sullivan, 

Lee, Shelley, Keane, Ottenheimer, Hanson and Hostel. Polan, Leeds and Lawrence have sig¬

What will the “middlers" do about enforcing AFTRA*s Constitution and National Rule 
against these 15 ?

f, T. local board of AFTRA. 

Hie factual accuracy of Publication 12 was not challenged. Instead, Communists and their 
collaborators tried to discredit its source, AWARE, They sought to have AFTRA "condemn" 
AWARE for publishing a "smear" and "blacklist" and for "interfering in union affairs". 

All three counts rare unsupported by facte or definitions and hence rare so vague as to 
be meaningless. 

Among those who agitated for the "condemnation" of AWARE rare lit out of the 15 AFTRAns 
oho rare later to defy the U. S. Congress (Alan Hanson excepted). They rare Joined by 
at least 50 persons with significant and unrepudiated Conmunis t-front records. ( A 
separate paper on this "united front" against AWARE is in preparation. ) 

AWARE did not then, and does not now, suggest that to be opposed to AWARE is necessarily 
to be pro-Communlst. It is tragic fact that most Communist successes have come about 
with the help of non-Communists non over by slogans. In AFTRA, non-Communist votes rare 
perhaps influenced by campaign literature and also by misleading columns by John Crosby 
(M. Y, Herald-Tribune) and Jay Nelson Tuck (N, I. Post). 

In this latest AFTRA election (December 1555) AWARE kept quiet even though the "middlers" 
dragged AWARE into it. The Communist press was not so reserved. 

The "middle of the road" ticlcet was first reported by the Dqily Worker on 
November 35, 1955. On November 30, the Daily Worker saldt "That middle* 
of-the-road, anti-Comnunist but anti-blacklist group in N. T, AFTRA ... 
stands a good -chance of unseating the present local board (predominantly 
pro-blacklist) which has held power for the past eight years," 

On December 13, the Communist organ gleefully reported the victory of the 
"middle of the road" caucus, which 1s interpreted as an "overwhelming de¬ 
feat" for AWARE, "Victory for the mlddle-of-th&»roaders," contended the 
Dally Worker, "marks the end of AWARE, Inc.'e Influence and Interfence in 
the affairs of the union," 

On December 15, the Communist organ devoted two full columns to a reprise 
of the eleotion results and the previous condemnation of AWARE, The Daily 
'.forker played up comments by J ohn Henry Faulk, "middler" spokesman, as 
previously quoted in the noriSCSEnranist press, Faulk Was reported to have 
stated that the victorious slate's principal platform was opposition to 
AWARE and to have said: "The first Interest of a union's officers should 
be employment of members, not blacklisting them." Faulk apparently did 
not except even the 15 union members nho had defied the Congress of the 
Halted States and thus apparently violated a union rule. 

On December 29, the Dally Worker hailed the victoxy of the "antl-blacHUst- 
ing" slate as ono of the "cultural highlights of the closing year". 

Idlers Not Communist 

AWARE does not suggest that the "middle of the road" slate was a Communist slate. It 
was not. As predicted by Jay Nelson Tuck in The Nation Uagazine of September 3, 1955j 
the identified Communists in the N. Y. AFTRA local rare shrewd enough not to run their 
own slate in the December election. ’.Then the "middlers" began to form a third slate un¬ 
der the leadership of John Henry Faulk and Luis Van Rooten, the Communists abandoned 
plans for an "independent" ticket and left the"middlere" to take on the unqualifiedly 
anti-Connmuiist "regular" ticket, 

John Henr# Kaulk wa s further quoted as saying that "all (middlers) rare chosen for their 
opposition to dommuniem as well as their opposition to AWARE". In most cases, this 
may rail be true. But how about Faulk himself? What ie his public record? 
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/^According t.o T,he Daily Worker of April 22, 19U6, "Jack Faulk" was to appear V 
at Club 65, U Astor Place, II, X, C., — a favorite site of pro-Communist 
affairs. 

According to the Daily Worker of April 17, 19U7> "Johnny Faulk" was to appear 
as an entertainer at the opening of "Headline Cabaret", sponsored by Stage 
for Action (officially designated a Communist front). The late Philip Loeb 
was billed as emceo.

In a public statement of January 22, 1956, Collingwood did not even show any 
knowledge thac 12 members of his local had been identified as CP members and 
that 15 in all had refused to answer when askod by the HCUA if they were Com¬ 
munists, Collingwood belittled the documented findings of the HCUA (1955 An¬ 
nual Report) that there was a "militant Communist faction in the New York lo¬

Tavenner further stated that there is not only no blacklist at all, but some 
of the named individuals have been finding it easy to secure employment. He 
added: "It is significant to note that the election of the so-called anti¬ 
blacklist candidates in the recent AFTRA election (the "middlers." —A.) has 
been greeted enthusiastically by the Communist press," 

HARE does not concern itself with the internal affairs of AFTRA or any other union, at 
he same time emphasising its concent with.

The World of Sholem. Aleiehim 
consists of three one-act plays based 
on separate short stories.

A recent issue of Counterattack 
makes the point that Perl, probably 
carried away by his sense of artistic 
creation, introduces an “agit-prop" 
passage in the last play that can¬ 
not be found in Sholem Aleichim’s 
original. Acccording to a recent re¬ 
view in Commentary, even the superb 
quality of Jewish life and folklore 
that distinguishes the original ma¬ 
terial has been distorted by Perl. 

Next to writers, actors have come 
most heavily under the fire of Red 
activists. The actors' union, Equity, 
has been torn by dissension since 
19S4, when the Communists tried to 
take over for political purposes a 
hassle of the Sailor Beware company. 
Under Lionel Stander and iPhilip 
Loeb, the Actors’ Forum came into 
existence and soon was an active 
Red agitational center within Equity. 
For years, Stander—an identified 
Communist—and Loeb, who has de¬ 
nied party membership under oath 
but, according to AWARE, “has a 
long history of expressing party 
goals in the union,” have kept Equity 
in a state of ferment. We are in¬ 


but equally alarming. It is no longer 
a secret that during many years 
Hollywood was an important source 
of revenue for the Kremlin’s world 
conspiracy. It has been estimated 
that anywhere from four to ten mil¬ 
lion dollars were collected from 
among the 330,000 employees of the 
movie industry, dollars used to 
finance Communist subversion in 
this country and abroad. During the 
past few years, the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, the Mo¬ 
tion Picture Alliance, and American 
Legion groups have cooperated to 
bring the Hollywood situation out 
into the open. As a result, some Com¬ 
munists were driven from the in¬ 
dustry and others publicly recanted 
their leftist views. However, Holly¬ 
wood is too fertile a field to be given 
up this easily by planners in Moscow 
and in this country. Communists and 
crypto-Communists are at this mo¬ 
ment poised for a comeback to Cel¬ 
luloid City—and unless movie mak¬ 
ers are more watchful than they 
have been in the past, such a come¬ 
back may be successful. 

Red Influence in Radio 

If Communists have been jarred 
in Hollywood, they have been only 
slightly shaken in the radio and 
television field. Today, radio and 
TV enjoy the greatest single audi¬ 
ence in history and have an over¬ 
whelming power to influence the 
opinions of listeners and viewers. 
That is why Communists have been 
concentrating lately on these two 
media, with disturbing results. The 
Radio Writers Guild, AWARE’s 
study shows, has on its Board a 
man identified as a Communist seven 
separate times. He is Sam Moore, 


it recently voted to retain on its pay¬ 
roll Joan La Cour, despite her use 
of the Fifth Amendment in the face 
of two identifications as a Com¬ 
munist. 

A lesser known but highly sensi¬ 
tive field of Red operations involves 
the technical communications that 
bring radio and TV to the',audi¬ 
ence. Through the time-tested de¬ 
vice of controlling bottlenecks and 
strategic spots in unions or in¬ 
dustries, Communists have been try¬ 
ing to subvert the men who handle 
the mechanics of our radio and TV 
stations. No one can, of course, 
doubt the integrity of the over¬ 
whelming majority of broadcast en¬ 
gineers. But there has not been so 
far a systematized effort to protect 
them against Communist infiltration. 
Yet a handful of Moscow-influenced 
men can, at a flick of a switch, dis¬ 
rupt Conelrad, our radio-transmitted 
system of air-raid warning. 

What can be done to protect our 
entertainment-communications in¬ 
dustry from this onslaught of Red 
subversion? AWARE, under the 
presidency of New York lawyer 
Godfrey Schmidt, has prepared a 
program that will (1) attempt to 
organize the anti-Communist fight in 
this field, and (2j encourage those 
who seek to break with their leftist 
affiliations, and provide them with 
means to clear themselves. Its 
first aim AWARE hopes to achieve 
by publishing reports, organizing 
membership meetings and discussion 
groups. It is nearing the achieve¬ 
ment of its second purpose with a set 
of suggested ways for self-clearance, 
about to be published. These will in¬ 
clude a full written confession of 
former subversive activities, a report 
to the FBI, a public repudiation of 
anti-Com- 





body. It will undoubtedly be an up¬ 
hill effort, since only last year Equity 
elected a slate which included, as- 
cording to AWARE, such personal¬ 
ities as Joseph Anthony, John Garth 
III, Kim Hunter, with records of 
affiliation with fronts, and Frank 
Silvers, praised by V. J. Jerome, 
Communism’s cultural commissar, 
in his directive pamphlet entitled 
“Grasp the Weapon of Culture.” 

Hollywood A Fertile Field 

In the motion picture field, the 
pattern of subversion is less clear 


spectrum from a delicate 
magenta. “This radio writers’ 
union," says AWARE, “has resisted 
all efforts to expose or repel Com¬ 
munist influence in its ranks.” In 
testimony just released, William M. 
Alland, a former Communist testify¬ 
ing freely before the House Commit¬ 
tee on Un-American Activities in 
Hollywood, stated that the goal of 
the Communist Party cell in the 
union was to elect Communists to 
its board. An organization called 
Television Writers of America, 
which is attempting to control TV 
authors, also has a dubious record: 


whether a man is a “belly patriot" or 
a sincere convert to the cause of 
freedom. It is difficult to vouch for 
the reliability of an ex-Communist 
at a time when Communists are fol¬ 
lowing careful plans to station their 
people “on the other side.” In such 
cases, the best course might be to 
combine caution with a modicum 
of Christian charity. For this 
writer agrees wholeheartedly with 
AWARE’S conclusion that, in the 
present fight, we "should destroy the 
guilty conspiracy, not the innocent 
individual."

The road back 

( Self-clearance ) 

The question is: how may Communists — 
and those who helped them or permitted 
themselves to be put in the light of helping 
Communism — manifest a change of heart 
and mind, perform deeds indicative of this 
change and thus clear themselves of suspi¬ 
cion and return to normal employability? 

The assumption underlying aware’s posi¬ 
tion is that Communist influence is always 
and everywhere evil and therefore undesir¬ 
able. The same assumption seems to underlie 
the general public desire to eliminate 
Communism from entertainment-communi¬ 
cations. Further, as Communist conspirato¬ 
rial activities continue to be exposed, more 
and more of those it deceived want to 
dissociate themselves from it. (The same 
observations apply to any other subversive 
conspiracies, such as fascism.) 

There has been confusion and controversy 
over what former Communists—and persons 
who appeared to be sympathetic to Com¬ 
munist influence in one way or another — 
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may do to establish their dissociation from 
the Communist Party, from any of its fronts, 
from any other of its agencies or inspirations. 

With due regard for the infinite variety 
of human behavior, this memorandum is an 
attempt to suggest to such persons a prac¬ 
tical array of definite actions from which 
they may choose what fits their situations. 

Let us assume that the subject has been 
a member of the Communist Party or other¬ 
wise under its discipline; or he was a helper 
of Communism through its fronts; or at least 
willingly or unwillingly he was tricked or 
circumstanced, in some way which came to 
public attention, into helping or seeming to 
help the Communist conspiracy. 

Obviously, if the subject was actually 
sympathetic to Communism, before he can 
seriously embark on a process of self¬ 
clearance, an intellectual and moral transi¬ 
tion must take place: from the status of being 
a Communist or Communist-helper or 
sympathizer, to the status of being a non- 
Communist or, better, an anti-Communist. 
This means a change of heart and mind by 
which former loyalties, convictions, opin¬ 
ions, beliefs and principles are ousted and 
replaced by contrary loyalties, opinions, con¬ 
victions, beliefs and principles. 

This will be a true change of heart and 
mind only if effected by deliberate, sincere 
and free choice of truth and virtue as replace¬ 
ments for Communist lies and vice. Mere 
self-interest is not enough. Such a change of 
heart and mind cannot be compelled. It must 
be a voluntary surrender to the exigencies 
of reality, of truth, of love. It must intimately 




realize the dilemma: human dignity under 
the Fatherhood of God as opposed by the 
desecration of man by totalitarian contempt 
of what is sacred. 

Also implied in this change of mind and 
heart is recognition that the Communist 
issue is of staggering importance to the 
world, to the United States and to every 
individual. Eight hundred millions enslaved, 
millions of murdered victims and millions 
of brainwashed and tortured plead with us. 
No one can be neutral before the Communist 
challenge and peril. Its threat to our civili¬ 
zation demands that people stand up and be 
counted. 

If Communism is recognized as an 
immense and imminent evil, it follows that 
sincere repudiation of it (for what it is) is 
a great moral, legal, cultural and patriotic 
good. Turning on Communism is not to 
become an “informer” in any evil sense: It 
is, rather, alerting oneself and one’s neigh¬ 
bors to hideous despoilere of human dignity. 
Hatred of Communism is like hatred of sin 
and error: a moral obligation. This does not 
mean hatred of individual Co mm u nis ts. It 
means “informing" in the noble sense of 
warning, educating, counselling. The sinful 
informer sells, for money or selfish advan¬ 
tage, the cause he knows to be right. 

The length of time needed by individuals 
for the transition from alliance with or 
sympathy for Communism to its genuine 
repudiation is not in itself indicative of an in- 
dividuarssincerity. Butit will necessarily take 
time to make clear, generally, that a mental 
and moral change has in fact taken place.

Who shall judge these transitions? 

Aware, on the basis of its observations thus 
far, does not believe that judgment can or 
should rest in any official investigating com¬ 
mittee or in some private group (like the 
“private courts” often suggested). 

Nor does AWARE regard any of the gov¬ 
ernmental loyalty boards as an answer here. 
Their verdicts are not necessarily binding 
on citizen-opinion because only rarely are 
the records of hearings made public. Their 
authority is limited to “clearance” or “non- 
clearance” for specific jobs on the public 
payroll and so they are little more than a 
screening system for one employer among 
many. Their deliberations are limited by 
specialized executive regulations and hence 
have limited application. They often deal 
only with “security risk” aspects. 

Appraisal of these special transitions 
should rest, aware believes, where it can 
only rest in a nation built as ours is, on the 
concept of individual responsibility for 
individual acts: on the accumulation of 
individual judgments which make up public 
opinion, or that part of public opinion con¬ 
cerned. In entertainment-communications, 
this segment of public opinion would include 
those working in the field, the employers, the 
unions, the press attaching to the field and 
the interested public. 

Of course, the appraisal of transitions by 
fallible minds cannot be an infallible proce¬ 
dure. There is no precise, objective test 
available to all of us as ordinary citizens to 
rule out deceit, hypocrisy, espionage, eco¬ 
nomic opportunism and similar concealed 


motivations and purposes. This fact requires 
that we must often proceed to make appraisal 
on the basis of probabilities only. The bur¬ 
den of proof must rest on the alleged convert 
because he is the one responsible for his own 
acts and for the image of himself which those 

acts create in the minds of his fellows. 

The subject of a genuine transition will 

not refuse to admit the facts of his greater 
or lesser culpability in having aided Com¬ 
munism, even if at the time it was not his 
studied intention to do so. His honesty and 
candor in making full acknowledgment will 
not be an unworthy self-abasement, but a 
frank confrontation with reality and an 
honest admission of mistakes. 

Moreover, sincere contrition implies an 
unshakable determination never to be drawn 
again into the Communist trap. It also 
implies a desire to repair the injury done by 
the subject in his Communist phase. 

A true transition will not rule out rational 
criticism of anti-Communism; a sad day for 
liberty will be here when the anti-Communist 
position refuses constructive criticism. But 
it is a reflection on the sincerity of transition 
if an attitude of wholesale and indiscrimi¬ 
nate anti-anti-Communism is adopted. A 
subject’s fellow citizens are not apt to be 
impressed if he insists that anti-Communism 
based on the American constitutional system 
is a greater menace than Communism. 

Disloyalty versus bad judgment 

Aware submits that all concerned with the 
problems here discussed should recognize 
the difference between disloyalty (the con- 
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scious transfer of allegiance away from this 
country to another sovereignty or move¬ 
ment) and bad judgment (involvement 
with subversion without grasp of its treason¬ 
able or otherwise obscene nature). The pub¬ 
lic demands, however, and rightly, that the 
man with notoriously bad judgment, as well 
as the traitor, shall traverse a “road back.'’ 
It should, therefore, be open to both. 

Politics or conspiracy? 

The counter-Communist position, as aware 
exemplifies it, distinguishes sharply between 
the Communist criminal conspiracy—as 
defined by various laws and court decisions 
—and ordinary political activity, no matter 
how radical, as Americans understand it. 

The ordinary political, social and eco¬ 
nomic beliefs and connections of a person 
are, in the context of “the road back,” irrele¬ 
vant to the Communist-conspiracy issue. No 
one should care what, within the limits of 
decency, a subject's political convictions are 
and no political, social or economic test 
should be asked by any responsible counter- 
Communist. 

Aware recognizes that a person in transi¬ 
tion may harbor many resentments, and the 
rubble and relics of much bad philosophy. 
Conscious of his own changing state of mind, 
he may not grasp why so many of his fellow 
citizens continue to doubt him. Therefore 
the following may be helpful: 

There is a principle of law which may be 
paraphrased thus: Something which has 
been going on for a long time is presumed 


to be still going on—in the absence of evi¬ 
dence to the contrary. 

The same principle is phrased by the 
United States State Department as follows: 

A former course of conduct or holding of 
beliefs will be presumed to continue in the 
absence of positive evidence indicating a 
change, both in course of action and con¬ 
viction, by clear, overt and unequivocal acts. 

Aware’s suggestions for “clear, overt and 
unequivocal acts” to outline “the road back” 
have been drawn from many sources. Many 
have been in use for some time by important 
groups. Employing some or all, literally 
hundreds of persons previously under sus¬ 
picion have returned themselves to public 
respect and normal employability. 

A final comment: no expenses are imposed 
or necessary. Lawyers, publicity men and 
fixers usually do more harm than good. 

Suggested steps 

1. Questions to ask oneself: Do I love my 
country? Do 1 believe my country in 
danger? Can I do anything to relieve 
that danger? Will I tell the full, relevant 
and unflattering truth? 

2. Recognition that, whatever the subject’s 
intentions at the time, his name, efforts, 
money or other support gave aid and 
comfort to the Communist conspiracy. 

3. Full and frank disclosure, in written 
form, of all connections past and present 
with subversive elements, organizations, 
causes and individuals. Attach pertinent 
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literature, correspondence, record of 
financial contributions, programs, news¬ 
paper clippings or other documentary 
material. Identify those who drew the 
subject into unfortunate situations and 
actions; identify those the subject in 
turn involved. (This disclosure may be 
used publicly or privately, as circum¬ 
stances indicate.) 

4. Voluntary and cooperative interview 
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
on the basis of the foregoing full and 
frank disclosure. The content of such in¬ 
terviews remains inviolate with the FBI. 

5. A written offer to cooperate, as a witness 
or source of information, with: 

a. The Committee on Un-American Activi¬ 
ties of the House of Representatives, 
Room 225A, Old House Office Building, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

b. Subcommittee on Internal Security of 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, Senate 
Office Building, Washington 25, D. C. 

c. Subversive Activities Control Board, 
Washington, D. C. 

<L Any other committee in Senate or House 
properly interested in some or all of the 
information the subject may have. 

e. Any other security agency of the federal 
government, as may be appropriate. 

f. Any state legislative committee or 
executive office investigating subversive 
activities. 

g. Any local authorities (police depart¬ 
ments, grand juries, county and federal- 
district prosecutors and agencies) inter¬ 
ested in local subversive activities. 


6. In the subject’s union (s), he should 
make his new position on Communism 
clearly known by statements in meet¬ 
ings, letters or statements in union pub¬ 
lications, etc. Whatever else he may do, 
he should not support the Communist or 
crypto-Communist element on any issue, 
no matter how attractive or insignificant 
it may then appear. Other union issues 
may then be freely debated without sub¬ 
versive interference. 

7. The subject should make public his new 
position on Communism by all other 
means available: statements in trade 
publications, “Letters to the Editor," 
personal correspondence to all who 
might be interested: such as anti- 
Communist journalists and organiza¬ 
tions, employers, friends and fellow 
professionals. 

8. Outside the field of entertainment- 
communications, many opportunities for 
establishing a new position are avail¬ 
able: political, social and civic clubs, 
parent-teacher organizations,library and 
school committees, religious and cul¬ 
tural groups. They may be urged to 
increase the number of anti-Communist 
speakers, books, lecturers, candidates, 
etc. 

9. Support anti-Communist persons,groups 
and organizations. 

10. The subject should keep himself 
informed by subscribing to recom¬ 
mended anti-Communist magazines, 
reading anti-Communist books, govern¬ 
ment reports and other literature. 



11. The subject should support anti-Com- 
munist legislation having responsible 
endorsement. 

12. If the subject’s new convictions draw 
him to, or back to, religion, so much 
the better; he achieves the best of all 
reasons for opposing Communism. He 
can become actively anti-Communist in 
his church or other religious organiza¬ 
tions. In church groups, as everywhere, 
he can combat neutralism and anti- 
anti-Communism. 


Conclusion 


Aware’s desire, and the desire of the over¬ 
whelming majority of Americans, is to 
destroy the Communist conspiracy—or any 
other subversive activity — by removing 
obdurate subversives and their helpers from 
positions of even the slightest leverage over 
others. There is no desire to destroy indi¬ 
viduals; only to obstruct and stop subversive 
influence. 

The purpose of this interim memorandum 
—reiterated—is to propose an examination 
of conscience for former Communists and 
former sympathizers with Communism; to 
aid their return to normal employability by 
actions of their own which may be found 
convincing by their fellow citizens. 

The hope is that all concerned sever and 
repudiate every connection with subversive 
activity. Whether or not they do, and what 
happens to them thereafter, is primarily up 
to them and to no one else.

• this letter was sent to the Editor in answer 
to the unsubstantiated charges made by Mr. 
Crosby in the guise of fact. By the time you 
receive tins, the Herald-Tribune may have 
published AWARE'S letter. In any case, 
here is the full text.

— In his column of Jane 15th, your Mr. John Grosby wrote abont the controversy in AFTRA 
(American Federation of Television and Radio Artists—AFL) over AWARE, Inc. 

Apart from opinions, he made many statements as facts, of which all bnt abont two were 
factually wrong. Mr. Crosby’s misstatements led him to misrepresent AWARE’s position in 
particular, and the broad question of so-called “blacklisting.” Two of Mr. Crosby’s many errors 
deal with AWARE itself, which he says has set itself up as the “arbiter of who shall or shall not 
work on the air,” and which he says is a “secret police.” 

In fact, AWARE is a politically nonpartisan, interracial, interreligious, non-profit corpora¬ 
tion (New York State), formed to combat the Communist conspiracy in entertainment-communica¬ 
tions (stage, screen, broadcasting, music, the fine arts and related professions and skills). AWARE 
was publicly announced at a press conference in December, 1953. Like the White House, Congress 
and the courts, AWARE considers Communism a criminal conspiracy, not a “political belief” 
as most Americans use that term. 

Last December, AFTRA held an election for seats on its New York Local Board. Two slates 
contended. One represented members who have repeated and publicly declared themselves opposed 
to Communism and other subversions and have fought for clear, pro-union, anti-Communist 
policies, starting long before AWARE was formed. 

On December 9, 1954, the anti-Communist slate won all 35 Board seats by a wide margin; the 
opposition was defeated for about the eighteenth consecutive time. 

Two weeks later, AWARE publicly issued its Publication #12, analyzing the already defeated 
slate, pointing out that of 26 candidates, 13 had significant, unrepudiated connections with the 
- - -Communist.! ?ont apparatu&r—(Copies -of-Publication #12, issued to th^ press last-De^emberj-avail- 

able on request, as are other AWARE publications.) It was not charged that they were or had been 
Communist Party members, but that, knowingly or not, in the ways reported, they had helped 
Communism. 

Members of the defeated AFTRA slate plus sympathizers including at least seven identified 
Communists then campaigned for the “condemnation” of AWARE, alleging that AWARE was 
encouraging what they, like Mr. Crosby, loosely call “blacklisting”—meaning public comment on 
persons with significant and unrepudiated records of aid to the Communist-front apparatus. Their 
resolution of “condemnation” was passed by a majority of 48 at the May 24, 1955 AFTRA mem¬ 
bership meeting, attended by 346 qualified members, or less than 8% of the total membership. 
This is the action which Mr. Crosby attributes to a “terror-stricken union,” when in fact it was 
only a preliminary move at a meeting noisily dominated by AWARE’s obviously unterrified 
opponents. 

Mr. Crosby then said that “the AWARE group” is “trying to get the resolution rescinded 
through a referendum of AFTRA’s entire membership of 5,000,” as if that were a snide move 
by a crafty minority. 

\ - 
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Actually, it is standard constitutional practice in AFTRA for membership-meeting resolutions 
to go to referendum. On such previous occasions, the referendum votes have always reversed 
results such as that of May 24th. 

The referendum on the “condemn AWARE” resolution is now in progress, and Mr. Crosby 
has taken 6ides: he hopes it wins. Since one group proposed to “condemn” AWARE for com¬ 
menting on an election two weeks after it was over and six months before the next election, will the 
same group now “condemn” Mr. Crosby for taking sides on an issue while the voting is in progressf 
We hope not, because AWARE believes AFTRA or any other group is open to comment at any 
time by anybody. 

Mr. Crosby wrote also that a speech by an actor named Leslie Barrett had swayed the AFTRA 
meeting. This is one of Mr. Crosby’s two-or-so correct statements of fact. The second is that 
Mr. Barrett related that he had received letters from Vincent W. Hartnett (professional consultant 
who is writing a book on the Left Theatre) asking if a man in a photograph of the 1952 Communist 
Party May Day parade was Barrett. Barrett said he went to the FBI, and that the FBI expressed 
disapproval of Hartnett’s “vigilantism.” 

The facts: Mr. Hartnett was acting personally and not for AWARE, though Mr. Crosby says 
that the incident is “fairly typical of AWARE’s method.” Mr. Crosby has never asked AWARE 
about its “methods” or anything else. Moreover, didn’t he want Mr. Hartnett to give Mr. Barrett 
a fair and direct chance to clear up a possible misunderstanding? Before his speech, Mr. Barrett 
had denied in writing to Mr. Hartnett that it was he in the 1952 May Day parade; he had appeared 
on television after the correspondence and no public mention of the incident had been made by 
anyone—except Mr. Barrett. Why did he bring the incident up, and why did he misrepresent the 
FBI, whose chief wrote: (See attached photostatic copy of J. Edgar Hoover letter dated May 10, 
1955.) 

Since that “swayed” meeting, the members of the N. Y. local of AFTRA have voted on nine 
seats on the National Board and 97 delegates to the National Convention in July. For the nine¬ 
teenth and twentieth times, the members—voting by secret ballot—firmly endorsed the policies and 
candidates of the anti-Communist caucus, actually electing every one of the 106 anti-Communist 
candidates. 

Now let’s proceed to Mr. Crosby’s flights of fancy about “blacklisting.” 

L Mr. Crosby talks about the “blacklist racket”—implying that persons unnamed are 
. organized to pxtort money or its equivalent from victims unnamed. AWARE challenges Mr. 
Crosby to go to the District Attorney at once with his evidence, if any. 

2. Mr. Crosby says “NBC has shown conspicuous courage in resisting the blacklisters.” 
If he means that NBC has ignored or rebuffed the protests of some listeners at the repeated 
employment of persons with public, significant and not jpublidy repudiated Communist-front 
records, he is right. (Titles and dates of programs using such people have been supplied to 
the N. Y. Herald Tribune.) 

3. Mr. Crosby says there are “dozens of blacklists, all different.” Has he seen them! 
Compared them! Are they documented or nott Do they consist only of pro-Communists or 
are other undesirables mentioned? 

4. Mr. Crosby says that “the closest thing to a master list is in the hands of one of the 
largest advertising agencies.” We ask Mr. Crosby to say whether he has seen that list or not, 
and to name the agency. 

5. Mr. Crosby 6ays that “some actors have got” on a blacklist “by having foreign 
names.” Let Mr. Crosby name as many actors with “foreign names” as he can—from one to 
ten—coupled with the assurance that their “foreign names” were the sole reason for their 
presence on any list. 

6. Mr. Crosby says other actors got on “blacklists” by accident of similar names. Name 
confusion is a commonplace and several actors’ unions forbid any two members from using 



the same names. In spite of that, name duplication does crop up, and on several occasions 
AWAKE members voluntarily took steps, by correspondence and personal interview, to 
eliminate confusion over identity of names. 

7. Mr. Crosby says that “actors have been blacklisted for having appeared in Arthur 
Mill er’s plays.” We ask him to name any actors so “blacklisted” solely on the basis of an 
Arthur Miller appearance. 

8. Mr. Crosby says “actors have been blacklisted for having worked at the Phoenix 
Theatre, which is supposed to have some Left-wingers around.” Again a challenge to Mr. 
Crosby—to name anyone “blacklisted” solely for a Phoenix Theatre appearance. And as 
to the Phoenix Theatre—“supposed to have some Left-wingers around”— one of its recent 
productions was “Sandhog,” written by Earl Robinson and Waldo Salt and staged by Howard 
da Silva, all three identified as Communists in sworn testimony before a congressional com¬ 
mittee. The Phoenix Theatre has employed such other similarly identified persons as Art 
Smith and Will Geer. His is not supposition; it is a matter of public record, as Mr. Crosby 
might have ascertained from the pages of the N. Y. Herald Tribune. 

9. Mr. Crosby also declares that “actors have been blacklisted for nothing at all.” Who? 
Wheret WhenT By whom? 

10. Then Mr. Crosby praises Kraft, Philco and Goodyear as TV sponsors who “have 
shown great courage in telling the blacklisted to go chase themselves and have hired actors 
purely on their merits. ’ * * 

In plain English, Mr. Crosby means that those three companies have not accepted protests 
over the appearance of Communist-fronters on their programs. As to “ Kraft Television Theatre ’ ’ 
—AWARE has seen some correspondence about it from Kraft Kraft has not told anybody 
to “go chase themselves.” On the contrary, its answers to the facts about some of its employees 
have been generally to pass the buck, to stall and evade. It is all public record. As to Philco 
and Goodyear (“Television Playhouse”)—is Mr. Crosby sure that the employment policy of 
the program is set by the sponsors f Or is it set by their respective advertising agencies 
(Hutchins; Young & Rubicam), or by the National Broadcasting Company! 

But now that Mr. Crosby makes public issue of the employment policies of these three 
programs, AWARE would like to take the matter further. Noting on the one hand that 
these programs have employed an abundance of Communist-fronters, let it be noted too that 
they have had a startling absence of publicly declared anti-Communist writers, directors, 
actors, etc. The absence of such persons is so consistent as to suggest a policy of exclusion— 
in short, “blacklisting” for anti-Communism. 

1L Praising Kraft, Philco and Goodyear, Mr. Crosby condemns The Borden Company, 
which has sponsored “Justice,” and supports his condemnation with but one allegation— 
that a stand-in was fired “because he had the same name as a blacklisted actor.” This is 
ridiculous. Why did not Mr. Crosby, like a good reporter, verify this piece of hearsay with 
Borden’s, with its agency (Young & Rubicam), and with the producer (Talent Associates— 
JohnRu8t)t 

12. Mr. Crosby, again substituting invective for facts, refers to “this little wolf pack 
of vigilantes.” Names, dates and places, please. 

Mr. Crosby, who has publicly declared himself against Soviet Communism, has manifested 
great concern for the Vrights” of American Communists and Communist-fronters. Is it too much 
to ask that he show some concern for the very real rights of the anti-Communists T

Ever since Its organization 
five years ag o, the Reds have 
looked upon AFTRA as a plum 
nine for plucking. But every 
effort so far has been beaten 
back by the ability of the antl- 
Communists to muster itfrger 
majorities in referendum con¬ 
tests. 

This time, however, the 
antl-Communists are running 
scared. 

With the aid of several TV

Stanley Prager, currently 
appearing in "Pajama Game,” 
who was named by witnesses 
as a party member before a 
Congressional committee in 
1953, Prager, however, was 
never called to testify. 

Left-Wing Tactics 

Critics of AWARE have pulled 
out all the usual left-wing 
stops with charges of "secret 
police” and “blacklist racket.” 
They fall to mention that the 
antl-Communist organization 
is headed by the distinguished 
New York attorney and Ford- 
ham professor Godfrey P. 
Sehinidt, one of the sounder 
laymen who appears frequent¬ 
ly on radio and TV. 

The AFTRA Communists 
and fellow travelers are rely¬ 
ing on the usual tactics to 
destroy AWARE—confusion of 
the issues by misrepresenta¬ 
tion and apathy of a large 
part of the membership who 
won’t bother to vote.

A) Two unions, AFTRA and Actors Equity Association, "condemned" AHAIJE in 1955 
for citing some of their members and their Communist-front connections, denouncing 
it as blacklisting, interference in internal union affair's, invasion of political 
freedom, etc.

The Comuniot attempts to infiltrate American' life are matters, needless to 
say, of tho deepest and broadest concern. 


In this State and tins country, every citizen has a constitutional right to 
free speech. The lax; of libel is a limitation on tho right of every citizen to 
write freely. Just as the constitutional right of free speoch must be extended to 
all our citizens equally and without deacrimination, so also the limitations must 
be based upon a rule or doctrine which does not create a preference or discrimina¬ 
tion Ih favor of or against any citizen or group of citizens. Tfe may not brush 
aside constitutional rights by setting up a double standard for comant. Any in¬ 
vasion of the freedom of the press Justifies a concern about the Inviolability of 
that great right. 

In furtherance of the preservation of tho right to write freely the law of 
libel recognizes fair comment as a cocpleto defense to a charge of a libelous pub¬ 
lication. The comment must be fair. It must be t reasonable inference from facts 
truly stated.

T.ie consti¬ 
tutions guarantoo a right to all citizons to criticise the government and govern¬ 
mental bodies. The defenders of the activities of government have an equal right 
to criticise the critics. Criticism in political dobates is biased, unkind and 
hostile, but nevertheless, not actionable. 


In this case there is more than proof of the usual politicial activity. Thai 
is an admission that the plaintiff appeared at two Communist front meetings and a 
concession by the plaintiff that the Communists are attempting to infiltrate tele¬ 
vision and radio.

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The plaintiff, an actor In the radio and television industry, a major medium 
in the ahaping of public opinion, performed a public act in appearing and reciting 
at the meetings organized by Communist fronts. With frequent access to the radio 
and television audience, actors, writers, directors and producers can and do mold 
the thinking of our citizens to a degree far greater than our leaders in political, 
economic, philosophic or religious life, who cannof. afford to or do not utilize 
these media extensively. 


With those circumstances in mind, even if defamatory, matter could be deemed to 
have been published of and concerning the plaintiff, jie'nevertheless, hold that the 
defense of fair comuent is complete as a matter oflaw.^&f 'the public figure's po¬ 
litical activities at sponsored Comnuniflt front ralliea pannot be> criticised, and 
his presence on radio or television cannot be challenged'-as being opposed. t3'the , ;

Such an inference from admittedly true facts, is 
not only reasonable but Ineluctable, and one in accord with the plaintiff's com 
statement as to the purposes of Co:munists in radio and television. 


Be have held that even in the absence of admission as to the truth of the facts, 
it is sufficient if the facts form a reasonable basis for inference and the comment 
connected with the facts, "A comuent is fair -*(hen it is based on facts truly stated 
and free from imputation of corrupt or dishonorable motives on the part of the per¬ 
son whose conduct is criticised, and is an honest oppression Of the writer's real 
opinion or belief." ( Driercliff Lodge Hotel v, C|, S. Publishers, 260 N. Y. 106, 118 
/tax dodging 7; Hall v. Dingliarapton Press, 263 App. biv.' Ii03, affd 296 H, Y. 7lU 
/friend of Fifth columnists /). Under tho rulo of fair comment even if the publlcai- 
tion holds one up -to public ridicule, contempt and reproach or prejudices one in his 
opportunity to earn a living, nevertheless it is not actionable if facts form a 
reasonable basis of inference. Tills rule has been the law for many years where 
people treasure freedom of speech and resent arguments which would curtail it by . 
Granting protection from comuent to particular public figures. "So whenever a man 
calls public attention to his own grievances or those of his class, whether by let- - 
ter in a newspaper, by speeches at public meetings, or by the publication of phamph- 
leta, he must expect to have his assertions challenged, the existence of his griev¬ 
ances denied and himself ridiculed and denounced." Ogden v. Mortimer, 28 L. T. U72( 
Koenig v. Ritchie, 3 F. & F. 103, R v. Voley, ItFuF 1117, O'donoghue v. Hussey Ir.

The conduct of public 
figures is legitimate matter of investigation. Those who demand the right of free 
speech as necessary to the successful pursuit of their profession, should not seek 
to deny the came right to their critics. To hold that this book, in the light of 
the admissions made by the plaintiff, is defamatory, is to- expand the law of libel 
so as to violate the constitutional guarantee of free speech, (United States Con¬ 
stitution, First Amendment; Hew York State Constitution, Article 1 subd 8). Be may 
not by Judicial rule so confine and fetter public discussion.

Safeguarding and protocting the Individual liberty of free¬ 
dom of speech for all is for tho general :..ood, though it may work a private injury. 
The injury in one's trade or occupation can be equally as severe to a conservative, 
moderate or prude when attention is called to their activities, as well as to the 
radical, liberal and opponent of censorship. Comment, if tho question is of foreign 
and domestic policy, is a right to bo exercised by all equally. The courts may not 
construct a shelter from comment for those persons who lend their prestige and pre¬ 
sence to groups or persons believed to be working against the national interest. 
Critical consent is a penalty one must accept whether■radical or conservative, li¬ 
beral or moderate, prude or opponent of censorship, when they involve themselves in 
political activities. 


To characterize the plaintiff’s political activities ~at Communist •Frcirt-meet- 7 
ings as an Impediment to employment' in radib aad televislon is not to determine his 
professional fitness for employment, it is mero opinion. Ife may not resort to fine 
and shaded distinctions and words may not be pressed „out of their ordinary usage to 
sustain a charge of libel, A libel suit nay not be used, to intimidate public opin¬ 
ion or restrict freedom of thought. Dissenters mayend'do lawfully challenge an 
opponent• s right to specific employment. In a country with;a population of One hun¬ 
dred and sixty million people, all citizens have alright to compete for employment 
in a communications industry where the public is and. should be the final arbiter as 
to the standing of the people who speak to them on radio and appear In thelrhhomes. 
Hence public debate should be. encouraged, not stifled. The debate must be on facts 
secured frem revealed sources and identified informers. The erltioised must always 
know who their critics are, and from whom the information was secured.
